Loss of the Inman Steamship, City 


of Brussels, in a Collision. 
e incited lannctiamne 


Cut in Two, the Vessel Sinks in Twenty Min- 
utes--Ten Lives Lost in the Disaster--A 
Dense Fog the Cause of the Catastrophe-- 


: The Latest Facts. 


New York, January 8.—The Inman Line 
steamship City of Brussels, Capt. Frank §&. 
Land commander, which left New Yerk for 
Liverpool December 28, was run down in the 
estuary of tlie Mersey, off Liverpoo!, Satur- 
day morning, by a Glasgow steamer, and 
sank in a few minutes, two of the possengers 


and eight of. the crew being lost. The vesse! 


was at Queentown the day before, and should 


have reached Liverpool the next morning. 


A dense fog had prevailed in the vicinity of 
Liverpool for several days, and when the 
City. of Brussels arrived in the estuary of the 
Mersey at about 6 o’clock Saturday morn- 


ing the fog was so dense that the Captain 


decided not to attempt to make any head- |) ot an hour, and if she is secured, will 


way, but remained under steam near the 
light-ship. A careful look-out was kept, 
the Captain and Lieutenant and fourth 
officer being on the bridge, aad the pilot also 
looking out. The bells were kept ringing 
and the fog-horns sounding. Suddenly the 
form of a large ship loomed up through the 


fog and in @ moment the Kirby 
Hall, a new steamer which had 
eft Glasgow only a few hours 


defore on her muiden trip, crushed into the 
bow of the’ City of Brussels, cutting her 
down tothe water’s edge and about half 
through. The vesse] was known to be leak- 
ing rapidly, and the work of saving the pas- 
sengers was at once begun. Without confu- 
sion they were marshaled in their appointed 
places, life buoys were served out and boats 
were swung. Fhese were soon filled with 
the passengers and manned with sailors, the 
captain and remainder of the crew remaining 
on board ‘the fast-sinking vessel, until the 
safety of the others had been assured. In 
about twenty minutes after the collision the 
vessel gave a tremendous hirch, . flinging off 
such of the crew as had _ taken tothe 
rigging for safety, and then, plunging into 
the depths, disappeared from view. The 
scene was aterrible one. Those left in the 
water could not be saved. Those in the 
boat were enveloped in darkness and could 
render the drowning men no assistanee. The 
Kirby Hall had disappeared after. the colli- 
sion and was unable to send her boats to. the 
rescue. After the fog lifted, ali the saved 
were taken on board of the Kirby Hall, when 
it was found that two Italian steerage pas- 
sengers and eight of the crew of the City of 
Brussels, including Second Officer 
and Carpenter ‘Woods, were 
After. searching for — several 
the Kirby Hail proceeded to Liverpool, 
where she arrived at 10 o’clock last 
night and landed the survivors of the terri- 
bie disaster. The full list of passengers has 
not been secured, but among those ofthe Brus- 
sels are: Mr. and Mrs. W. HW.

The officers of the City of Brussels were: 
Captain, Frank S.Land; Chief Engineer, Jas. 
Todd; Purser, George Collar: Surgeon, Dr. 
W.W. Gibbson; Stewardess, Mrs.MeDonald. 
Capt. Land hasbeen for many years in the 
employ of the line. He was for some time in 
command of the City of Montreal. Chief 
Engineer James Todd has been with the In- 
man Line sixteen vears and over, and is cred- 
ited with being a thoroughly practical man. 

THE SHIP. 

The City of Brussels, for many years the 
fastest vessel on the Atlantic, was an iron 
steamship of 3,775 tons burden. She was 
built for the Inman Line, and Jaunclied in 
August, 1869. In December following, she 
made therun from New York to Queenstown 
in 7 days, 20 hours and 33 minutes, which re- 


mained the best record until 1875. She was 
390) feet long, 35 feet deep, and 
steered by steam apparatus. In 1876 


she was refitted, the changes making hey 
practically 4 new vessel and adding largely 
to her carrying capacity. 

DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 

Lonpon, January 8.—Further details of 
the disaster to the steamer City of Brussels 
say that Capt. Land was one of the tirst to 
be picked up by the boats, although he, with 
the chief engineer, had been the last t6 leave 
the riggimg. When rescued he was in the act 
of passing a life-buoy to his, drowning com- 
rades. As showing the terrible nature of the 
collision, the purser says that the 
main compartment of the City of Prussels 
was cut rightintwo.- After the collision the 
fog thickened andit was dangerous even for 
boats to move about. They, however, ap- 
in gee the sinking vessel and found a bey 

alf drowned and clinging to the mizzen 
cross-trees, The two Ltaliags drowned seem 
to have lost their wits from terror and jump- 
éd overboard without waiting to see’ what 
could be done for their safety. The lost in- 
elude Connor, the quartermaster, and Coch- 
rane, the steward. Neither passen- 
gers nor crew were able to save 
anything, and many persons were obliged to 
leave the ship with but little clothing. There 
is. no doubt that if the fog.had ¢leared a little 
all would have been saved. The theory con- 
cerning the drowning of the seamen is that 
when the vessel lurched they were struek by 
the rigging and rendered ‘insensibie. One 
man was lound dead in the rigging.. The 
passengers of the City of Brussels have 
drawn up the following memorial: 

“We, who have just been reseued from a 
watery grave, wish to' express our sincere 
gratitude and admiration of the courage 
promptitude and coulness in danger exempli- 
fied by the Captain, purser and other officers 
of the ill-fated veasel which has just gone 
down 80 heur to the termination ofher VOy-

THE COLLISION INEVITABLE.

“This is the first accident accom- 
panied b: loss of life,” Mr, hay "bee 
said, “thgp the Inman Company fas 
had since hd. when the City df Boston dis- 
appeared and was not again heard of. In 
July, 1873, the City of Washington went 
ashore in a fog, but no tives were lost. In 
these twelve years that have passed without 
loss of life the Inman Company have carried 
over half a million passengers. 

“Isn't the fast ninning to blame for such 
disasters as happen ?’ , 

“You ean see — the report that Captain 
Land was taking -the best possible precau- 
tions against disaster in the fog that was pre- 
yailing. The line is short of vessels just now. 
The City of Berlin is lying up in 
New York having a new rudéer put in, 
and the City of Rome, the monster vessel up- 
on which sueh* hopes were based, has proved 
a commercia! failure.” 

“Llow was that?’ : 

“She wasa vessel ‘of 8,500 tons burden, 
but could not carry more freight than the 
City of Montrea!, one of the smallest of the 
line—in fact 4,400 tons smaller than the 
other. She has been returned to the build- 
ers and to replace her, the company are ne- 
gotiating for the purchase from the Provin- 
cial and Oriental Company, one of their East 
India steamships, at present engaged in the 
tea trade. This vessel has a speed of iat 
the fastest vessel plying the Atlantic. Itis 
the intention of the company to replace its 
present fleet with such vessels as these, as 
fast as they can be secured.” 7 

“The City of Brussels was a fast one in her 
day ?” 
“Yes: she was in the lead until the Cunard- 
er Servia beat her record fourteen hours, and 
then the Guion steamer Alaska beat it 
eighteen hours. If the tea-steamer, which 
i mentioned, is purchased, we will have the 
record lowered again before long.”’

EXCHANGE TOPICS. 


The Registration Rules Not Satis- 
factory to the Members. 


- — 


The Independent Flour Board--Chicago’s 
Corner-= Notes. 


The system and rules of regtstration for 
elevator receipts of grain that were lately 
passed by the Exchange directors have not 
struck all the members as being exactly what 
they wanted; in fact there is considerable 
dissatisfaction expressed with them. The 
rules, itis said, are only about the same as 
the proposition itself for which the members 
voted, and which was supposed: to be the 
basis of a solid system of registration. The 
additional charge of registration fees placed 
upon the receiver of grain or the country 
shippers, for the Exchange does not pay 
them, is unsatisfactory, too. A member who 
has given considerable attention to registra- 
tion spoke very plainly on the subject, and 
his views embody those of quite a number, 
they are gi here in full: 

“These rules, as I take it, were put in 
force in order to keep a strict § ac- 
count of the stocks of grain in 
store here, by registering every bushel of 
grain going into and withdrawn from the el- 
evators, so that a correct report of the actual 
stocks in elevators could be kept by the Reg- 
istrar and posted every day on Change. Now, 
in order to do this every car, every bushe! of 
grain that goes into or out of elevator, must 
be registered. If a single car of grain should 
miss registration, the correct stock of that 
particular grain could not be given, and the 
whole object of these rules would be nulli- 
fied. Thereis only one grade of grain that 
the receiv: r would feel obliged to have reg- 
istered. That is the specQjative grade of No. 


2, for in order to have it regular so it could 
be delivered on contract, the receipt must 
bear the Registrar’s stamp. Now as to the 
lower grades that sell to the shipper and cen- 
sumer, It would bea very easy matter for 
the receiver to sell these iower grades and 
tender the receipts without having them 
registered. it would make no 
ditterence to the buyer, so he knew be was 
getting the grain he purchased, and grain in- 
spector’s certificate Would satisfy lilinon that 
score. Will the commission werciant care 
about incurring this additional expense of 15 
cents a car, Lot to Speak of the time and 
trouble of geiting his receipts registered, 
simply to keep the stoeks of grain reported 
correctly. ‘The country shipper will hardiy 
stand this additivnai charge, small at it is, 
‘then the commission merchant must pay it 
out of his commissions, siall enough now 
when the risks he takes are considered.

The high prices in 
Chicago are liable to bring in immense re- 
ceipts of corn from the country and St, Louis 
can also ship to that market. ‘he- present 
cold weather will improve the ‘grading of 
corn greatly. lf a corner is run in this month, 
only contracts made since January 1 are lia- 
ble to the yy limit game now played in 
Chicago, ll contracts made last year for 
January and still unsettled will receive the 
protection of their late “‘cornér’’ rule if the 
shorts care about appealing toit.

To-day is the anniversary of the celebrated 
victory of Gen. Andrew Jackson over the 
British at New Orleans.

BRAIN WEIGHTS. 


Gambetta’s Reported Near the Idiot’s 
: Standard, 
From the New York Herald, 


The dispatch announcing that the brain of 
M. Gambetta weighed 1,100 grammes is re- 
ceived with much doubt by scientifie men, 
who had been led to look for a weighty brain 
from the cranium of the great French leader. 
The: French gramme is equal to 15.433 Trov 
grains, and as’there are 480 grains in an 
ounce the measure by which Ameriean au- 
topsists compare brains, the weight of the 
Gambetta brain would be bat 35.36 ounces. 
This would mean a brain close to the idiotie 
standard, for the average brain of an 
adult man is set down at 40 ounces by most 
authorities on the nerves. Cromwell was 
credited with a brain of 82,29 ounees, but 
this figure is diseredited by modern physio- 
logists. So also is the weight of 79 ounces 
given the brain of Byron according to some 
authorities. According to the latest writers 
on this subject thejbrain of Cullvier is regard-> 
ed as the heaviest on record, reaching 64.33 
ounces. Following this came that of Aber-. 
cremle at 638 ounces. The brain of Webster 
is pu down at 63 ounces, but as it was not 
weighed until some time after its removal 
from the skull the weight given was regara- 
ed as too small. Edward H. Ruloff; who was 
executed in 1871 in this Slate, had a 59 ounce 
brain, and James Fisk, shot by Edward 
Stokes, had a brain which weighed 58 ounces.

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AN IRON PALACE. 
‘A Novelty in Architecture in Penn- 


sylvania, 
From the Reading (Penn.) Eagle. 
George L. Huston, of Parkesb Chester 
county, Penn., will build a palatial private 
mansion for himself entirely of iron, the 
foundations being of solid r e archi- 
tect is an Englishman whom ; 
recently met while abroad. The iron work 
is now being turned out at Coatesville, as 
the superStructure is to be of iren entirely. 
The floor of the hall, vestibule and library 
will be laid with polished cast iron tiles, in 
which different qualities of iron will be used 
to produce the same variety of color as in or- 
dinary tile flooring. Ail the other floors of 
the house will be of stout iron plates firmly 
bolted to the iron joists. The outside wail 
and inside partitions all through the structure 
will be composed of two courses of iron plates 
firmly bolted together, so as to be air-tight. 
‘These hollow iron walls and partitions will 
be used instead of chimneys and for ‘convey- 
ing heat to different parts of the house and 
for ventilation. The hot smoke and gasses 
from the furnaces passing through the sides 
of the rooms in this way will, it is claimed, 
be almost sufficient to keep the house com- 
fortable in the coldest weather, so that the 
heating can be done with about one-half the 
fuei required in ordinary houses.. All the 
oors and window sashes will also be iron, 
but will be construeted in such a light way 
and so nicely. balanced upon hinges and 
Weights as to open and shut as easily as 
those made of wood. All the inside walls 
and partitions will be handsomely painted 
and frescoed so 35 to present the appearance 
of any ordinary house finished in plaster. 
Outside the style of architecture will be 
light and graceful, and it will be painted 
and ornamented so as to Jook as if it was 
built of wood. The roof will be of strong 
boiler-plate, and on the top at the 
convergence of the four gables, will 
be a handsome observatory supported at 
the four corners by four Ionic pillars of 
iron. Inside the ornaments will be made 
of the same material. n the parior will 
be a mantel of polished steel, hand- 
somely ornamented. There will be a similar 
one in the dining-room, upon which will be 
engraved hunting scenes. In the library will 
be a massive mantel so constructed that it 
Will look as if it were mhade of pig iron fused 
together. Quite a curiosity in this room will 
be a cabinet for the exhibition of specimens 
Of iron. ‘This wili be constructed entirely of 
Strongly magnetized iron, so that ail the 
Specimens wiil adhere to the back of it, held 
in place solely by magnetic attraction. In 
order to guard against the bungling which 
would take piace in such a solid iron structure 
on account of the contraction and expansion 
caused by the heat and cold, there will be 
breaks in the iron at intervals, which will be 
filled with rubber, soe that when expansion 
takes place there will be room for it without 
producing any change in the contour of. the 
framework As much as possible of the fur- 
niture will also be of iron, so that if it takes 
freinany part nothing can burn but the 
carpets and the few articies of wood that 
inay be within reach of the flames, ‘The 
house will be an architectural and scientitic 
curiosity. Mr, Huston admits that it will 
cost twice or three times as much as any or- 
dinary Mouse, but eclaims that with a little 
attention it will last for centuries without 
repairs, and wiil Dever cost a cent for insur- 
ance.

How the Children of the City are 
Killed by Narcotics.

Prominent Physicians Denounce the So- 
Called “Soothing Syrups’’=-The Law Should 
Prohibit Their Sale--Druggists say They are 
in Great Demand--A Question for the Health 
Officers. 


Ten days ago a well-known young business 
man, who has been married less than a year, 
was standing in a crowd in the lobby of the 
Lindell Hotel. He put his hand in his over- 
coat pocket, smiled and pulled out a small 
bottle wrapped in paper. 

“This is what you carry about you, boys, 


when you are married,” said he, and he held | 


up the bottle. 

“What is, Jim?” é 

“Oh, something for the baby. My wife 
said not to forget it when I came home to- 
day.” 

An examination of the package showed that 
it was marked “soothing syrup.” A couple 


of the married man’s acquaintances laughed. 
One of them said: 

“Why, you are not going to use that 
stuff !’’ 

“I am not, but my wife is going to give it 


to the baby.” 

“Why, it’s poison. It is dangerous.” 

“Oh, pshaw. I don’t know anything 
about it. My wife knows what it is. Her 
mother told her to get it. Baby has been 
meottegs and crying and this will do him 
good.” 

The man put the bottle backin his pocket, 
the crewd broke up. Two days afterwards 
the town was startled by the announcement 
that two children had been killed in North 
St. Louis by an overdose of soothing syr p’ 
Since that time the physicians have been 
discussing the subject. A portion of the 
community has been alarmed, but the sale 
of this and other nostrums of the same 
sort has not declined to. any visible. extent. 

A Post-DIsPATcH reporter inquired at a 
fashionable pharmacy in the center uf the 
city for the rap. It was produced. 

“Do you sell much of this?” the clerk was 
asked. 

“Not much.” 

“Is the demand dying out?” 

“Never was much up here in the center or 
business portion of St. Louis. When 1 was 
in business in the southern end of town, 
though, I did a big trade in it.” 

“It sells down there?” 

“Itselis anywhere, but especially among 
the poorer classes. Here we often get calls 
tor it from the fashiouables at the Southern 
Hotel.

right. The druggists reported the sale of

“Did the death of the two children in 
North St. Louis affect the sales?”

If they give relief in one case, they 
injure in fifty, for all of them contain sub- 
stances that are handled with the utmost care 
by physicians. [remember very weil, that 
alter several verdicts had been rendered 


against _ this southing syiup, the 
nauufacturers oinitted + for a 
time the dangerous ingredients. 


But soon they had to replace them because 
the trade in the stuff was rapidly falling off. 
Nothing but opium will produce the 1esuits 
sought after. 

DR, J. L. BAUER, 
who is one of the lecturers at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, said: 

“All these preparations contain opium, 
and their sale ought to be stopped. It is not 
so much the opium as the recklessness ‘ with 
which it is given. Opium, under certain 
bodily conditions, is very deadly. This is 
especially so in brain diseases, When thus 
suffering, children always cry and are uneasy- 
Mothers and nurses deze them with the 
soothing syrup and the result isalarming. 1 
have seen the most intense uarcoti pro- 
duced by one-thirty-second of a Frais of 
opium. These syrups mostly contain the 
deodurized tincture of opium. In that the 
narcine has been extracted, with the only 
result that the convulsions, which are so fre- 
quently the attendants of death from opium, 
are avoided.” 

m ou tuink these prepartions very danger- 
ous ; 

“Ido, most assuredly. The trouble, with 
opium in the hands of ignorant mot ers and 
nurses, is this: When a physician gives 
opium he does so for a specific effect, and 
when this is attained the dose is discon- 
tinued. Mothersand nurses cannot do this. 
A child begins tocry. They give it a dose 
and it goes to sleep. It again gins tocry 
and another dose is poured down its throat. 


Now, opium is cumulative in its effect. 
The more numerous the small doses, 
the more deadly the efiect. The 


result is that -the child is often dosed to 
death, and nobody is the wiser.” 

Other physicians who were seen expressed 
like opinion. The soothing syrups were 
deadly poisons, in the hands ot inexperienc- 
ed people. The sale was known to be very 
large, andthe harm done very great. The 
physicians were unanimous that the law 
should step in and prevent the indiscriminate 
sale and use of such a deadly drug.
